actions by the Government of Cuba since January I, 1959.

Under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949 [78

star. i.ii0 (1964) 22 U.S.C. §§1643-1.643k (1964), as amended,. 79 star. 988

(1965)], the Commission is given jurisdiction over claims of nationals of

the United States against the Government of Cube. Section 503(a) of the Act

provides that the Commission shall, receive and determine in accordance with

applicable substantive law, including international law, the amount and

validity of claims by nationals of the United States against the Government

of Cuba arising since January I, 1959 for

losses resulting from the nationalization, expropriation.,
intervention or other taking of, or Special measures
directed against, property including any rights or inter-
ests therein owned wholly or partially, directly or in-
directly at the time by nationals of the United States.

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term ’property’ means any property, right, or inter-
est including any leasehold interest, and debts owed by
the Government of Cuba or by enterprises which have been
nationalized, expropriated, intervened, or taken by the
Government of Cuba and debts which are a charge onprop~
ertywhich has been nationalized, expropriated, intervened,
or taken by the Government of Cuba.



This claim was opened on the basis of information received by

the Cmmuissi~n t~t claimant had been unable to return ~to the

United States. The Commission, however, has been in.£ormed that

said claimant returned to the United States in June of .1968

and was given infot~mat~on concerning the filing of claims ~or

property which ~ight have been taken by the Gover~e~t of Cuba.
